DOM ESTIC. 


The New Y ork D em ocrat». 
A lbany, October 10th.—The Tammany 
H all delegates to the Democratic State Con­ 
vention, the delegates of the county and the 
delegates of the 
Irving H all Democrats 
marched w ith contingents to their respective 
hotels, as they arrived to-day. 
Tam m any 
H all had the largest ¡in3, bu t the county 
Democracy won th-a loudest applause. W hen 
John Kelly reached the city he was told th at 
there was a strong opposition to tho admis­ 
sion to the Convention of the Tam m any 
delegation. 
H e responded th at he was not 
disappointed. 
Tam m any came to the Con­ 
vention as in duty bound, leaving the Con­ 
vention to take the responsibility of their 
exclusion. 
In reply to a question as to 
whether Tam m any would hold a separate 
Convention, he Biid th at would not be done. 
Tam m any would 
return 
to New York, 
absolved from supporting the ticket made 
here ; but it would nominate and support its 
own local ticket. 
They wanted recognition 
here, full, sole and total. 
If they could not 
get th at then tho party of the State could lay 
no claim to their votes or support.

A lbany, October 10th.—The State Com­ 
mittee went into session this evening, to make 
up the roll of delegates and select a tem porary 
Chairman. 
John Kelly, a member of the 
committee, objected to the county Demo­ 
cratic delegation being placed on the roll. 
The committee overruled his objection. 
The 
Tam m anyites thU evening say they will 
support the State ticket, and do not ask a 
tingle nomination on it. 
They said they will 
unite with Irving H ail on tho local ticket and 
run it against th at of the county Democracy, 
with a view of showing th at they can cast the 
most votes, hoping in th at way to convince 
the rural Democrats th at they have made a 
mistake in ruling thsm out. 
A careful can­ 
vass shows th at there are b ut twenty-four 
rural delegates in favor of adm itting Tam ­ 
many. 
D isa stro u s F ire . 
N ew Y op.k, October 10th.—A fire occurred 
at 7 o’clock to-night in the F ourth avenue 
car stables, which occupied the entire block 
between Covington and F ourth 
avenues. 
They were entirely consumed. 
A number of 
horses were got out, but some perished. 
The 
lowest estimate of the horses burned is 30, 
the highest 200. 
The estim ated loss on 
stable and contents Í3 $20.000. 
The flames 
flew across Thirty-second street, and set fire 
to Moreli’a la»ge furniture storage building, 
which was 
entirely burned down. 
This 
building occupied the middle of the block on 
the south side' of Thirty-second street. 
The 
loss on hnildit’gs and contents is estimated at 
$2.000,000. 
Some of the finest furniture in 
the city was stored here, and it was destroyed. 
I t was in this warehouse th at the proprietors 
of the F ifth Avenue Hotel stored their furni­ 
ture. 
Among the articles stored was a 
picture owned by W. II. V anderbilt, and 
valued at §50,000. 
I t fell a prey to the 
flames. 
[SECOND DISPATCH!.] 
N ew Y ork, October 10th.—H alf an hour 
after the first outbreak of the fire, the flames, 
with a sudden sweep, spanned Thirty-second 
street, and, beating off the firemen, seized 
upon the tall storago warehouse, the largest 
of its kind in the city. 
There was $2,000,000 
worth of property stored therein. 
The fight 
to save it 
was 
unavailing, 
3nd 
it is 
now 
a 
heap 
of 
blazing 
ruins. 
The 
best families of the city, when traveling 
or 
out of town, stored 
their 
valuables 
at M orrell’s and took their own risks, insur­ 
ing or not insuring as they saw fit. 
M uch of 
the m aterial Btored there was consequently 
uninsured. 
On certain property some E ng­ 
lish companies held heavy risks, amounting 
in several instances to 
over 
S50.000 or 
§60,000. 
The firemen had all they could do 
to save the adjoining buildings. 
M orrell 
estimates his loss at from §1,000,000 to §1,­ 
500 000. 
W illiam H . V anderbilt’s paintings 
are said to be uninsured. 
A man deplor­ 
ing the loss 
of 
§11,000 
worth _ of un­ 
insured furniture would not give his name. 
Mrs. Einstein lost §10,000 worth of wedding 
presents. 
Schuyler W heeler’s library is gone. 
George V erbarger loses §60,000 worth of fur­ 
niture. H arriet Irving, now at Long Branch, 
loses §20,000 worth of pictures ; and Abram 
S. H ew itt, who went to Europe Saturday, 
loses §10,000 worth of furniture. 
During 
the progress of the fire one of the engines 
caught fire, and the hose had to be turned rn 
it to 6ave it. 
The cause of the fire is be­ 
lieved to be from the accidental upsetting of 
an oil lam p on the Thirty-second street 
side of 
the 
stables. 
Owing 
to

In

building, 
the 
flames 
spread 
wiih 
great rapidity. 
Gales from the northwest 
sent the flames to a great bight. 
Showers of 
burning cinders were hurled as far as Twenty- 
third street. 
The glare of the fire could be 
seen in every part of the city, and immense 
crowds of people gathered in the vicinity, 
and were w ith difficulty held in check by th6 
police. 
P ark Avenue Hotel, opposite the 
stables, was exposed to a fearful heat, but 
escaped injury. 
The guests were greatly ex­ 
cited, 
The horses taken out of the burning 
stable were driven into the F ourth avenue 
tunnel. 
A bout 100 animals perished. 
A t 
one time it was reported th at three men lost 
their lives in trying to rescue the horses, but 
the rumor lacked confirmation. On accouut of 
the high wind prevailing the firemen abandoned 
all hope3 of saving iho stables, and by 9 
o’clock they were a mass < f ruins.

bat the fire an extra supply of water was 
turned into the east side mains from the res­ 
ervoir.

THE 
BOMBARDMENT 
OF 
SAN 
FRAN­ 
CISCO. 


The Argonaut of last Saturday contained 
a well-written and amusing sketch of the 
supposed bombardment of San Francisco 
by a pirate ironclad which enters the har­ 
bor under cover of a friendly flag, proceeds 
to take a position where it is sheltered 
from the fire of all the forts, and then 
pitches shells over the city, preliminary to 
the demand for a modest ransom of ten 
millions of dollars in gold coin. 
The 
sketch is no doubt intended to call atten­ 
tion to the really defenseless condition of 
San Francisco, and it must be adm itted by 
all who are familiar with the facts that it 
would be perfectly easy for any powerful 
ironclad which could get into such a po­ 
sition, to hold the city to ransom. 
But it 
seems to us that the author of the sketch 
referred to has somewhat weakened the 
force of his moral by implying the neces­ 
sity of entering San Francisco harbor in 
order to plunder the city. 
As a m atter 
of fact no 
such 
dangerous proceeding 
would 
be 
called 
for. 
The 
pirate 
ironclad could lay outside the Heads, 
far out of reach of the shot of any 
batteries around the harbor, and drop 
shells into and below Montgomery street. 
This constitutes the real weakness of the 
place. 
An enemy is not required to pass 
the forts at all. 
H e could lay in the open 
sea, five miles out, and hold the city to 
ransom, 
and 
meanwhile the guns ¿fof 
Alcatraz and Fort Point and the other bat­ 
teries would be as useless as though they 
had been Quakers. 
It may be doubted 
whether there Í9 any city in the world, of 
corresponding wealth, so completely de­ 
fenseless as San Francisco. 
One ironclad 
like the Huascar could take or destroy it 
at any time. 
And though peace prevails 
at this moment, and no entangling wars 
seems probable, it is by no means likely 
that so rich a prize will always escape, nor 
would ten millions satisfy the cupidity of 
those who were lucky enough to hold the 
destiny of the Queen of the Pacific in 
their hands. 
In fact such a catastrophe 
would probably cost the place more than 
the new City Hall.

THE 
VACANT 
TRUSTEESHIP. 


An election is about to be called by the 
Trustees to fill the vacancy in the office 
of Second Trustee and Street Commis­ 
sioner, caused by the death of Jerome C. 
l)avis. 
The Republican Committee pro­ 
pose to call a primary election on the 
Crawford plan, to nominate a candidate 
for the office. 
The most prominent candi­ 
date 
spoken of is W . F. Knox, who 
possesses special fitness for the office, hav­ 
ing already filled it with entire satisfaction 
to the public. 
The duties of the Street 
Commissioner are of a kind to call for 
experience and training, and it is evident 
that no new man could compete with Mr. 
Knox in this respect. 
It is scarcely 
necessary to add that ha is further pointed 
out for this office by his thoroughly known 
good character, and by that popularity 
and confidence 
which are only to be 
earned by a life-long practice of integrity 
and good fellowship. 


Yesterday Senator Bayard, of Delaware, 
a distinguished member of the Democratic 
party, was elected Presidentpro tem. of the 
Senate, and was thus brought directly into 
the line of Presidential succession. Should 
President A rthur die before the expiration 
of his term the ensuiug administration 
will therefore be Democratic, and this is 
the nearest approach to the Presidency 
that party has enjoyed for moie than 
twenty years. 
Ju st now there is a dispo­ 
sition among the Republican Senators and 
political managers to accuse the Democrats 
of having misbehaved in some way by tak­ 
ing advantage of the majority they pos­ 
sessed. W e have already said w hat we think 
of this view of the case, but if the present 
state of affairs Í3 to exercise any useful 
influence upon politics, it will be necessary 
to look very much further afield for the 
location of the responsibility. 
I t ¡3 per­ 
fectly true, as we pointed out yesterday, 
that the resignation of Senators Cockling 
and P latt made the election of a Democrat 
as Vice-President possible. 
But it is quite 
as true that the control of the Senate was 
lost to the Republican party by causes which 
extend much turther back in political his­ 
tory. A few years ago the Republicans were 
so strong in the Senate th at they eould do 
anything. 
A short time before that they 
were equally strong in both branches of 
Congress. 
They lost their hold on the 
National Legislature through the tyranny 
of the “ machine.” 
The control of the 
party organization was giadually monopo­ 
lized by a few men, who prided them ­ 
selves upon their skill a3 “ managers.” 
They undertook to, and for a time actually 
did, govern the most im portant States in 
the Union. 
Beginning w ith a superb 
party organization and universal fealty 
and enthusiasm, they thought it possible 
to crystallize all these forces into a politi­ 
cal machine which should be guided by 
themselves. 
Their 
conviction 
of the 
strength of the machine next led them to 
attach slight importance to the principles 
and the moralities of the p arty .' They 
found th at the men who were most easily 
used were men of loose character, and they 
shut their eyes to the dishonesty of their 
satellites in consideration of their fidelity. 
Thus in course of time the “ machine ” 
came to be run in the interest of the 
clique of managers referred to, and by the 
adroitness of their shrewd but dishonest 
lieutenants. 
B at all this time the rank 
and file of the party had been taking notes, 
and they were becoming more dissatisfied 
every day. 
G rant’s second term was the 
ipotheosisof “ m achine” government. 
It 
,i vlb in vain that the press exposed and 
denounced the corruption which had then 
become flagrant in high places. 
The pub­ 
lic protest was ignored, or it was only 
taken notice of for the purpose of making 
more open recognition of the accused per­ 
sons. 
The “ m achine” managers thought 
they could afford to laugh at the anger of 
the rank and tile. They believed that they 
could nominate and elect whoever they 
chose. 
They discovered that though it 
was possible to pack conventions it was 
quite another thing to obtain majorities 
at the polls. 
In short the strength of the 
Republican party began to decline. 
It 
was like a man bleeding to death. 
As the 
October and November elections came 
round State after State dropped out of the 
Republican line. 
I t was not th at the 
Democrats were trusted more, but th at 
there was a strong determination to punish 
the arrogance and immorality of the poli­ 
ticians who had undertaken to contract 
away the preferences of free men. 
W hen 
Grant went out of office the Republican 
party wa3 no longer supreme, and from 
th at day onward it has had an uphill 
struggle to regain its power. 
The party was paralyzed in Congress by 
the course of the “ m achine” men, and it 
has been retarded since by the fear that 
these men would again seize the reins if it 
was rehabilitated. 
Y et notwithstanding 
the obviousness of these tacts the “ ma­ 
chine ” leaders have been blind to the real 
cause of their defeats, and instead of re­ 
tiring to make room for better men they 
have repeatedly endeavored to renew the 
old ruinous tactics. 
In Pennsylvania, in 
Illinois, in New York, they have clung 
desperately to the methods which had so 
nearly destroyed the organization, and 
even now, with all the sharp and severe 
lessons of the past eight years to reinforce 
their judgment, we find them laboring to 
utilize the removal of President Garfield 
by erecting upon his grave another admin­ 
istration of the type so dear to them, 
though so hateful to the people. 
They are 
only anxious that President A rthur should 
pattern after Grant. 
They have already 
forgotten what G rant’s policy resulted in. 
They cannot even see that the very event 
which at this moment they deplore so 
loudly ; the placing of a Democrat in the 
direct line of succession to the Presidency, 
that is to say ; is their own work. 
They 
would shuffle off the responsibility on to 
the shoulders of the Democrats, whom they 
most irrationally accuse of “ want of pa­ 
triotism” for not being magnanimous enough 
to abandon an advantage which no partisan 
was ever known to surrender. 
The occasion is one for cool reflection. 
If the country is to get any good out of it, 
it must recognize the influence of the 
“ machine” in the present situation. 
It 
is to that influence the people owe the 
unprecedented fact th at they are to have a 
Republican President and a Democratic 
Vice-President. 
There is danger in the 
conjunction, beyond a doubt, but it is a 
danger which under the circumstances was 
unavoidable, and if by incurring this evil 
we escape a repetition of the “ m achine” 
experiments which have already done so 
much mischief, it may have been worth 
while after all. 
Senator Bayard is a man 
of high character and unimpeachable life. 
He is personally as well fitted to honor the 
distinguished position to which he has been 
called, as any man who could be named. 
We have no doubt th at he will do his duty 
conscientiously and well. 
But ho never 
could have occupied the office of Vice­ 
President under a Republican President 
had the Republican managers trusted to the 
force of principles for their hold upon the 
party, and had they not been seduced by 
that vice which brought about the fall of 
the angels, to attem pt the conversion of 
the great Republican party into an army 
of mercenaries, whose thews and sinews 
were to be employed for no higher purpose 
than the aggrandizement of their usurping 
leaders.

W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—The assembling: of 
the special session of the Senate was witnessed by a 
large number of persons, who as early as 11 o’clock 
filled the galleries to their utmost capacity. 
The desk formerly oécupied by Senator Burnside 
was tastefully draped with black, while several 
bouquets ornamented the desks of prominent Sena­ 
tors. 
Senators elect Aldrich, Lapham and Miller occu­ 
pied seats upon the floor of the Republican side. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 
The Senate was called to order by Harris, who, 
after a prayer by Chaplain Bullock, who alluded in 
a feeling manner to the deaths of President Garfield, 
Senator Burnside and Secretary Burch, said: “ I 
have been requested by a number of Senators on 
both sides of the chamber to call the Senate to 
order. If there is no objection I will call the Senate 
to order, that we may proeeed with its business. 
The Senate will please come to order, and the Clerk 
will report to the Senate the message of the Presi­ 
dent convening this session of the Senate, pub­ 
lished September 23d.” 


l’HE PROCLAMATION. 
Whereas, Objects of interest to the United States 
require that the Senate should be convened at an 
early day, to act upon such communications as may 
be made to it ou the part of the Executive, now, 
therefore, I, Chester A. Arthur, President of the 
United States, have considered it to be my duty to 
issue this proclamation, declaring that an extraordi­ 
nary occasion requires that the Senate of the United 
States should convene for the transaction of busi­ 
ness, at the Capital city, Washington, on Monday, 
the 10th day of October, at noon on that day. All 
who shall at that time be entitled to act as mem­ 
bers of that body are requosted to take notice. 
Given under my hand and seal, etc. 
CHESTER A. ARTHUR, President.

ELECTION OF PRFSIDENT PRO TEM. 
The President’s proclamation having been read, 
Pendleton moved the adoption of the following 
resolution: “ That Thomas F. Bayard is hereby 
chosen President pro tem of the Senate.”

Beck referred to the action of the Democratic 
President of the Senate after Fillmore succeeded to 
the Presidency of .the United States. 
Edmunds inquired if the Senators of two States 
were denied a voice in that election ? 
Beck said they were not, nor had a Vice-Presi­ 
dent refused to give the Senate an opportunity to 
elect a President, nor had two Senators enacted 
a comic trage dy by resigning. 
[This reference to Conkling and Platt elicited a 
shout of applause from the galleries, which shocked 
the decorum of the Senate. Chairman Harris gave 
notice that for another similar demonstration he 
would have the galleries cleared.1 
Edmunds said no reason has been given why the 
Senators-elect should not be allowed to take part in 
the organization of the Senate. 
He therefore 
moved to amend Pendleton’s resolution by provid­ 
ing for the immediate qualification of the Senators- 
elect, the oath of office to be administered by Sena­ 
tor Anthony. 
' 
A yea and nay vote on Edmunds’ amendment re­ 
sulted in its defeat 33 to 34. 
Edmunds then offered another amendment, sub­ 
stituting the name of Senator Anthony for Bayard 
as President pro tem. 
A vote was at once taken, and the amendment 
was defeated—yeas 32, nays 34. 
Mahone voted with the Republicans. Davis did 
not vote. 
The amendment offered by Edmunds to Pendle­ 
ton’s resolution gave rise to a short discussion, but 
was finally rejected^-ayes 33, noes 34. 
Mahone and Davis of Illinois voted with the Re­ 
publicans. 
Edmunds then'proposed an amendment providing 
that Bayard be elected presiding officer for this day 
only, and argued in support of his amendment, con­ 
tending that it would comply with both the letter 
and spirit of the law, and would allow New Y'ork 
and Rhode Island to have a voice in the election of 
a permanent President pro tem. Lost. 
Pendleton’s motion was then adopted—34 to 32— 
and the Chair appointed Senators Anthouy and 
Pendleton to escort President pro tem. elect Bayard 
to the chair. 
BAYARD’S SrEECH . 
On taking the chair, Bayard spoke a3 follows : 
“ Senators : I fully appreciate the honor put upon 
me by this expression of your confidence, and in 
assuming the office of President pro tem. of the 
Senate, in obedience to law and in accordance with 
the rules of this body and the vote of the majority, 
I should have greater misgivings of fulfilling ac­ 
ceptably the requirements of the post were it not 
for the assurance that so long as I shall continue to 
exercise it3 duties I &hall receive your co-operation 
and friendly aid, which I now earnestly and confi­ 
dently invoke at your hands. We are all painfully 
mindful of unusual circumstances under which we 
meet, and of a national bereavement which lias 
caused this special session of the Senate. May it 
not be hoped that, touched by a sense of common 
sorrow and chastened by the grief that penetrates 
every household in the one great family of States, 
our proceedings may be marked by a spirit of con­ 
cession and harmony and generous consideration 
for mutual differences of opinion and the softeniug 
of partisan asperities, and with high intent to per­ 
form our duties in a manner responsive to the de­ 
mands of the occasion and the best interests of our 
common country. With such hopes and in such a 
spirit I now assume, and shall endeavor to perform, 
the duties of the high position to which your favor 
has assigned me.” 
ADJOURNMENT. 
Edmunds then moved that the credentials of 
Aldrich of Rhode Island be placed on file and the 
oath of office administered. 
Pendleton—In order that we may have an oppor­ 
tunity of examining the credentials of the Senator 
from Rhode Island and the credentials of the two 
Senators from New Y’ork, I move that the Senate 
adjourn. 
■ 
Hoar called Pendleton’s attention to the fact that 
it was customary to iuform the President that the 
Senate had organized. 
Pendleton expressed a willingness to admit that 
being done, but Edmunds ius'sted upon his motion 
taken precedence. 
Pendleton thereupon refused to withdraw his mo­ 
tion to adjourn, which then prevailed, and the Seu- 
ate adjourned till to-morrow. 


A R eview o f th e D ay’s P ro c e e d in g s. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—The extra session of 
the Senate called by Presideut Arthur met at noon 
to-day. The Senate galleries were crowded, and 
throngs pressed for admission long before the Senate 
was called to order by Senator Harris of Tennessee. 
The general expectation was that something unusu­ 
ally interesting and exciting would occur. 
Instead, 
however, of witnessing a partisan fight, the crowd 
listened to a dry argument on the legal status of the 
question of the election of a President pro tem. 
before admitting the New Y’ork Senators-elect. 
Precedents were cited both for and against such 
action, but the Democrats were determined on 
carrying out the agreement reached in their caucu3 
last Saturday, and voted down several propositions 
offered to day by the Republicans in opposition to 
the election of Bayard as Presicent pro tem. Sen­ 
ator David Davis’ action in voting with the Repub­ 
licans to admit the new Senators first was uo doubt 
a disappointment to the Democrats, and his declin­ 
ing afterwards to vote for Edmunds’ amendment to 
substitute Anthony for Bayard was equally disap­ 
pointing to the Republicans. 
The action of this 
Senator in the near future, in view of a possible 
emergency, is an object of considerable speculation 
here to-night. Should the Republicans determine, 
after the admission of the three new Senators, 


to make an effort to elect a successor to Mr. Bayard, 
and Davis a*stains from voting for either can­ 
didate, the Republicans could elect their man. It 
is reported that Senator Davis has sai l he regarded 
the Republicans a3 entitled to the President of the 
Senate, especially in view of his possible succesriou 
to the Presidency of the United States, and that 
he would not vote to oust a Democratic Presi­ 
dent pro tem. If this be true, then on the question 
of electing a Republican successor after the three 
Senators shall have been sworn in, the vote would 
be a tie and Bayard would retain his office. Should 
the Republicans, however, after securing the admis­ 
sion of the Senators-elect, conclude to nominate 
Senator Davis himself for the position of President 
pro tam., that gentleman doubtless would abstain 
from voting upon his candidacy. This would give 
the Republicans a majority. 


THE DEMOCRATIC QUANDARY. 
The Democratic caucus to-night did not decido 
the two questions—the admission of the new Sena­ 
tors and the election of a Secretary—which have 
engrossed their attention during' part of Saturday 
and to-day. Two reasons are mentioned for the 
protracted conference on these questions. It is be­ 
lieved to-night that they have not yet fully deter­ 
mined whether it «fill be 9afe and expedient to go 
ou and elect a Secretary while they still have an 
opportunity, and they wish to consider the possibil­ 
ity of defeatiug any movement of the Republicans 
tending to the elevation of Senator Davis to the 
Presidency of the Senate by withholding for a defi­ 
nite period the right of admission to some one of 
the three new Senators, thus neutralizing the effect 
of Davis abstaining from voting. 
D avis o f Illin o is. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 
10th.—Davis of Illinois 
voted with the Republicans against laying the reso­ 
lutions to swear in the new Senators on the table. 
His action is the topic of much discussion. His vote 
would give the Republicans a majority after the 
three Senators-elect shall have been sworn in, and 
the Republican Senators have said they were in 
favor of using their advantage to elect a President 
as soon as their Senators are admitted. 
A Demo­ 
cratic Senator, on excellent terms with Davis, says 
the latter told him he believed the Republicans are 
entitled to the Presidency of the Senate, because 
they carried the election last year, and especially 
the President of the United States. That so be­ 
lieving, he would vote to elect a Republican, but 
that if Bayard or any ether Democrat is elected and 
installed, he (Davis) will accept that as final, and 
will not vote to turn the President out to elect a 
llepublicau. 
T he Secretary o í tlic T reasu ry. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—Secretary Windom 
resumed his duties at the Treasury Department to­ 
day. The Secretary will soon retire from the Cabi­ 
net. He will be a candidate for the Minnesota 
Senatorship, his success being almost assured. Be­ 
fore retiring, it is very probable that Windom will 
modify his financial policy, in order to further re­ 
duce the annual interest on the outstanding Govern, 
m eat bonds. Any action in this direction, it is 
maintained by intimate friends of the Secretin*, 
will be without regard to the condition of the 
money market. An examination Í3 now* ia progress 
with a view to ascertaining the amount of available 
cash on hand, and when that question is solved the 
future action of Secretary Windom will be deter - 
mined. 
S p ecu lation s R egard in g th e 
S itu a tio n . 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—The proceedings of 
the Senate to day indicate that there is no loss of 
partisan feeling since the last session. The debate 
to-morrow is expected to show increased heat. The 
action of the Democratic caucus to-nigbt in appoint­ 
ing a committee to report upon the protest of the 
Democratic members of the New Y’ork Legislature 
against seating Lapham and Miller, points to a pos­ 
sible reference of their credentials to a committee. 
The effort to elect a Secretary before admitting them 
will result m the Republicans obstructing the pro­ 
ceedings by every means in their power. Theopiuion 
is general among the Republicans that Bayard will 
be allowed to remain President pro tem. until the 
opening of the regular session, when David Davis 
will join in to elect Anthony. In the meantime uo 
Secretan* will be elected. 


A Sort o f a C om p rom ise. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10.h.—Senator Edmunds 
this morning proposed to Senator Pendleton, Chair­ 
man of the Democratic caucus, that a Senator be 
selected to call the Senate to order. Edmunds said 
it would look more seemly for a Senator to convene 
the body. This was submitted to the Democratic 
caucus, which decided to accept, provided the Re­ 
publicans would consent to the selection of a Demo­ 
cratic Senator. This was acceptable, and both par­ 
ties unanimously agreed that Senator Harris should 
call the Senate to order. In agreeing to this, the 
Democratic caucus asserted the legal right to call 
to order. The Democrats decided not to enter upon 
the election of a Secretary, but to let the matter re­ 
main as now*, unless the Republicans force the ques­ 
tion. 
T iic D em ocratic C an cos. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—Immediately after 
the adjournment of the Senate to-day the Demo­ 
cratic members held a caucus, lasting until after 5 
p. m. The question of admitting the three new 
Senators, after considerable discussion, was disposed 
of temporarily by appointing a committee to exam­ 
ine their credentials, as well a3 to consider the pro* 
test of the Democratic Senators of the Legislature 
of New Y’ork against the admission of Lapham and 
Miller. The committee—Senators Garland, Jones 
and McPherson—'will report to the caucus to-morrow 
morning, when a decision will probably be made 
whether the New Y’ork Senators will be sworn in at 
once or their credentials will be referred to a com­ 
mittee of the Senate for investigation. The caucus 
also, after several ballots, nominated S. Q. Washing­ 
ton as a candidate for the Secretaryship. No decis­ 
ion was reached on the subject of electing a Secre­ 
tary to-morrow*. 
F u rth er C abinet R n m ors. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—Various rumors are 
current to-night with regard to the impending 
changes in the Cabinet. 
It is the general belief 
that the President will have a new, or partly new, 
set of advisers before Congress meets in December, 
and nominations are likely at any time to be sent to 
the Senate. Secretary Windom desires to be re­ 
lieved at the President’s earliest convenience. 
He 
told a Republican Senator to-day that the President 
had promised to nominate his successor within the 
next forty-eight hours. 


In rilgn n tion fn A rm y C ircles. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 10th.—There is a great deal 
of unfavorable comment, in army circles and out of 
them, on the proposition to appoint Colonel Rock­ 
well Quartermaster-General over the heads of thirty 
officers of superior rank in the Quartermaster’s De­ 
partment. An army officer gives the following 
account in the Republican to day : “ It is a mistake 
to say that Colonel Rockwell was booked for the 
place by the late President. It was, however, so 
written down on the s'ate of the ‘ chum’ Cabinet,

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOARD 
OF 
CITY TRUSTEES. 


Yesterday being the regular day for the 
meeting of the City Board of Trustees, there 
were present Messrs. Brown and Johnson. 
The chair heretofore occcupied by Mr. 
Davis, deceased, was draped in black crape, 
and occupied its place at a side desk, but 
vacant. 
No business was transacted, except the 
reading and approval of the minutes of the 
last two meetings of the Board. 
Mayor Brown introduced the following 
resolutions, which were read and adopted: 
Wiikbbas, On the 5th day of October, 18S1, J. C. 
Davis departed this life, and the vacant chair to-day 
reminds the remaining members of this Board of 
the loss we, in common with this community, have 
met with, in the death of 60 honorable, energetic 
and warm-hearted an associate and public servant ; 
therefore, be it 
Resulted, By this Board, that we offer our heart­ 
felt sympathies to his bereaved widow for her irre­ 
parable loss. 
Resolved, That when we adjourn we adjourn oat 
of respect to the memory of our late associate, J. C. 
Davis. 
Resolved, That the Clerk of th's Board spread the 
foregoing upon record, and forward a copy to Mrs. 
Davis. 
The Board then adjourned until 10 A, M. 
to-day, when the regular business session of 
the Board for the week will be held. 


An- Im p o r ta n t S t e p .— Attorney-General 
H art yesterday called upon State Treasurer 
Weil to furnish him with the names of all 
persons for whom he had cashed warrants 
drawn under the Act to promote drainage 
(better known as the Debris Act). His ob­ 
ject, he announced, was to bring action for 
the recovery of such sums and their return 
to the State treasury. He deemed it his 
duty to do so. If money is paid out of the 
State treasury under a law of the State it is 
properly paid, but if under an Act of the 
Legislature which 
was in contravention 
of the Constitution, then 
it 
wa3 
not 
paid 
out by reason 
of law, and the 
payment being illegal, it should be recov­ 
ered back. 
Mr. Weil expressed it as his 
opinion that the actions the General proposed 
to bring could not be maintained. So far as 
the Treasurer is concerned, he paid on war­ 
rants drawn by the Controller, and behind 
them he is not to look. The proposition to 
begin theee suits raises a very interesting 
issue of law, upou which lawyers are divided. 
As agaiust the view of the Attorney-General, 
legal gentlemen hold that the State having 
by the “ Act” pledged its iaitb, cannot avail 
of its being subseuqently held to be an un­ 
constitutional enactment, and recover back 
money for which the parties who drew it gave 
the State full compensation in labor; that 
the policy of the State should be to stand by 
its pledged faith and credit, and that 
any other action in the matter amounts 
to dishonesty. 
That, moreover, an Act 
regularly 
passed 
and 
unquestioned 
prior to the contracts and payments made 
under it, is for suih purposed binding upou 
the State to the extent of estopping her from 
pleading the unconstitutionally of the Act 
with a view to recovering back the money. 
The hardship in the matter, should the pro­ 
posed suits prevail, resides in the fact that 
the warrants were mostly purchased by third 
parties, who made advances to the contractors 
thereon. To ese third parties drew the money 
on the warrants, and are all responsible, 
bring mostly local banking institutions, but 
to which the loss of such a large sum paid 
out on w hit was deemed a perfectly legiti­ 
mate dealing with the State, and under the 
law of the State, will prove a serious matter.

THE 
INQUEST. 


The inquest upon the remains of the two 
little children, Minnie aud Otto Ruhstaller. 
who perished in the fire at the burning of 
the residence of Mr. Ruhstaller on Sunday 
night, was held by Coroner Vermilya last 
evening. The testimony taken is as follows : 
Frs»nk Buh<staller, father of the children, testi­ 
fied : On Sunday night last, OctoberíHh, I 
my residence, in the rear of my saloon, on h street, 
and opening the door I discovered the place on fire 
1 ran into the room where my wife was sleeping and 
c a lle d to her to get up, and then ran up stairs to 
where mv bar tender and nurse and children, four 
in number, two boys and two girls, were sleeping. 
I called out to the Unr-tender that the place was onhre. 
I ran into the children's room and grabbed the first 
child that 1 met aud ran down stairs with him. 
It 
proved to be mv oldest b y. 
I attempted to again 
get into where the children vcre but the flames were 
so much under headway and the smoke so dense 
that I found it impossible to enter the room. 
I 
don’t know where the fire started; it must have had 
considerable headway before I discovered it. 
Mrs. F. liuhstaller testified: On Sunday night 
last, at about 12 o’clock, I was awakened by my 
husband, who was crying cut “ Fire I" 1 immedi­ 
ately got up and found the house full of smoke aud 
the upper part of the house all ablaze. 
My husband 
ran up s'aira and succeeded in bringing out one of 
the children, the oldest h o y ; the oldest girl soon 
fo lowed, hut before he eould regain an entrance up 
stairs Pi where the children were the fire had made 
so mceh headway that he could not get in the build­ 
ing. 
The names of the children are Minnie P.uh- 
staller, aged 7 years and 2 days, and Otto Ruhstaller, 
aged 3 years anil 9 months. 
John Holier, being duly sworn, said: By occupa­ 
tion I am a bar-tender. 
I retired to bed about 11 
o'clock on the w ght of the fire, and was woke up by- 
Frank, the proprietor, calling out file. 
I arose and 
partly dressed ; 'made my way out of the building, 
followed by the hired girl and two of the children. 
After I was out I heard the little girl deceased call 
out for her mamma. I attempted to return into the 
building, but the flames made such headway that I 
found it impossible to do so. To the best of my 
belief the fire started down stairs. 
Sasina Sarsenson testified ; I was employed at 
Mr. Frank Ruhstalier’s as nurse. 
On the night of 
Sunday last, at about midnight, I w-as aroused by 
the cry of fire, and on awakening I found the upper 
part of the house to be on fire and full of smoke. 
I 
gathered what clothes I could and immediately 
left the building. 
My room was on the south side, 
facing the alley-, and the children’s room was on the 
same side of the building, next to my room. There 
was no door leading from my room into the chil­ 
dren’s room. 
Botli rooms led out to the hall. 
I 
did not go into the children’s room. 
1 left the 
bui’ding as soon as I could. 
I have no idea where 
cr how the fire originated. 
The fire was in both 
the upper and lower stories wheu I left the build­ 
ing. 
The family consisted of Mr. and Mrs. Ruh- 
stalier and four children—two girls and two boys. 
The parents slept down stairs, and the four chil­ 
dren slept up stairs, the two boys in one bed aud 
the two girls in another, all iu the same room. 
This was all the testimony taken, and upon 
its conclusion a verdict was rendered, simply 
giving the names and aces oi the children, 
and that they were accidentally burned to 
death in their parents’ residence. 
The eldest of the two little ones deceased 
was badly charred, but the other shows but 
slight marks of the fire, and he died from 
suffocation. 
The number of people who 
called at the Coroner’s rooms yesterday to 
view the remains was so large that it became 
necessary to finally close the door and refuse 
admission. 
The day of funeral has not yet been de­ 
termined upon.

The 
Auditor, therefore, w ill m ake an increase 
only on the State p irtior, and as none of this 
has been collected the work w ill be very much 
sim plified.

low ing, b at tends more to th e extirpation 
of w eeds, and to th e fertilization and per­ 
m anent im provem ent of th e land, aside 
from th e stock-feeding profits. 
There is 
little doubt that if b a t tw o-thirds of the 
land now annually devoted here to w heat 
crops were rotated in hay and pasture, for 
a proper quota of stock , w e should in ten 
years have a larger proportion of prosper­ 
ous farmers and productive farms in th e 
county.
